THE CROSS, THE CRUCIFIX AND THE CRUCIFIED 


“I determined not to know anything among you, save Christ, and Him crucified.” 
—1 Cor. ii, 2. 

It seems strange that such an expression should come from the pen of 
St. Paul! He was the most learned among the apostles, a scholar, a theo- 
logian, a profound thinker, and thoroughly acquainted with all the religious 
and secular culture of his age. Yet Paul in this passage says that it is his 
glory to know only one thing, Jesus Christ, and Him crucified. There must be, 
then, a reason for this mysterious expression, and that reason is that all the 
real wisdom and science of the world is embodied in Christ, who is the image 
of God and the brightness of His glory, and who upholds thé universe by’ the 
word of His power. 

It has justly been said that Christianity is all in Christ. Take away Christ, 
the central figure of time and eternity, minimize His power, wisdom and attrib- 
utes, and the Christian religion is destroyed. 

Islam can exist without Mohammed, Buddhism without Buddha, Zoroast- 
rism without Zoroaster. The Zend-Avesta, the Koran and all other religious text- 
books of the world contain systems of doctrine and of morality, and a philosoph- 
ical conception of the world. They are not indissolubly connected with their 
founders. 


But Christianity is, first of all, and above all, a person, the ador- 


able Person of Jesus Christ. To know Christ is to know God; to know Christ 
is to comprehend all creation and redemption. 

Paul, then, was right in saying, “I determined not to know anything among 
you save Jesus Christ, and Him crucified.” 

The Bible is the revelation of God and of His plans in the work of crea- 
tion and redemption. 

Jesus Christ is the center of the Bible. From the book of Genesis to the 
book of Revelation Christ is the first and the last, the beginning and the end. 

The fall of the first man leads to the promise of restoration through the 
second Man, created in the righteousness and holiness of God. 

The history of Israel is alive with the dominant thought, with the inex- 
tinguishable hope of the future Christ. 
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The Prophets and the Psalms converge on Christ. 

The entire Old Testament would be a hidden mystery without Christ. 
His life was written therein before He was born. It was all there in shadow, 
in figures, in the sacrifices, in the temple, in the national life of the chosen 
people. But the New Testament presents its clear unfoldment. It begins with 
the birth of Christ, and it ends with His vicarious death, His glorious resurrec- 
tion and the promise of His speedy return. All the other personages of the 

T., great as they are, fade away behind Christ, the Sun of Righteousness. 

Paul, then, knew all when he said that he knew Christ—‘I determined not 
to know anything. . . save Jesus Christ.” 

But Paul added, “and Him crucified.” Limited as his declaration was, it 
becomes here even more restricted and circumscribed, apparently, it seems, to 
a smaller compass. 

And yet, here again Paul was right. All the wisdom, love, power, mean- 

¢ of God, all the plans of the Redemption of the human race, and of the final 
restoration of all things, are in the crucified Jesus. 

On the Cross Christ became the Creator of the new order, the everlasting 
l'riest, the all-sufficient Mediator, the blessed Redeemer, the loving Shepherd 

ving His life for His sheep, the true Head of the Church, the true Light 
ywing the value of service and sacrifice, the Way to God, the Life eternal 
mortal men. 

On the Cross He became the second Adam, a quickening and attracting 
irit. “If I be lifted up I will draw all men unto Myself.” 

In Him is all that there is to know about the infinite love, holiness and 
stice of God. And in Christ is, too, all that men can learn about their 
n sinfulness, and the blessed means of grace, provided by God, through 
hich all mankind can find a way to return into the open arms of the loving 
id everlasting Father, be pardoned and cleansed and reconciled. 

In the Crucified is all the mystery of man’s reconciliation to God. God 
| not need to be reconciled. 

It was man, made a stranger by his own sin, that had to be reconciled unto 
d. For this there was, and there is, no other way than the crucifixion of 

old man in us, the destruction of the old Adam in us, and the creation in 
of the new man made after the righteousness and truth of God. 

This stupendous change cannot be brought about through our own power 
| our good works, but simply by following Jesus, even to the Cross, and being 
cified with Him there. 


“If any man will come after Me, let him deny himself (that is, the old 
am), let him take up his cross daily and follow Me.” 

It is the spiritual and sacrificial baptism of the Cross and the acceptance 

by faith of the Crucified that performs this inner change in man. From death, 

as with Jesus, physically, so with us, spiritually, will come immortal life, “For 
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the wages of sin is death, but the gift of God is everlasting life through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 

How few really understand and deeply apprehend the mystery of the bap 
tism of which Jesus so ardently wished to be baptized and of which Paul so 
frequently speaks! “Know ye not that so many of us as were baptized unto 
Jesus Christ were baptized unto His death? Knowing this that our old man is 
crucified with Him, that the body of sin might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should serve Him. For he that is dead is freed from sin.” 

Oh, that every professing Christian, every superficial believer, might go 
deeper in the inner life flowing from the veins of the Crucified, and that everyone 
could come to the marvelous realization so nobly expressed by Paul, “I am crt 
cified with Christ; nevertheless, I live. Yet not I but Christ liveth in me, and 
the life, that I live now in the flesh, I live by faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me and gave Himself for me.”’—‘God forbid that I should glory save in th« 
Cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto me, and | 
unto the world... .And as many as walk according to this rule, peace be on 
them, and mercy upon the Israel of God. From henceforth let no man trouble 
me, for I bear in my body the marks of our Lord.” (Gal. vi, 16, 17.) 

The Roman Church has here, as it is always her practice, interpreted mate- 
rially the sublime and spiritual declaration of Paul. She has taught that Paul 
had in his body the physical counterparts of the wounds in Christ’s body, called 
“Stigmas,” and supposed also to be possessed by other saints, as St. Theresa and 
St. Francis of Assisi. This physiological effect might have been possible under 
the operation of certain mysterious forces, but I love to think that what was meant 
here by Paul was that the life-giving power of the Crucified was flowing into the 
whole of his being, soul and body, so that the crucifixion of Jesus effected the 
crucifixion and death of all that was sinful and unholy in the flesh of the apostle. 
The desire of Paul and the trend of his deep theology did not aim to lead 
men to a dead relic, but to the living Christ. We read often in the New 
Testament about the Cross, but it is not the material cross materially taken, but 
the Cross spiritually apprehended and borne, as, for instance, “If any man will 
come after Me, let him deny himself, take up his cross daily and follow Me.” 

Certainly Jesus did not mean that each of us should order a wooden cross 
to be made and carry it about with us. Simon the Cyrenean carried our Lord's 
material cross, but we have no proof that he was saved by that act. 

We have seen the wisdom, the love, the power of God in the Crucified O1 
and gladly unite with the apostle in saying, “I determined not to know anything, 
save Jesus Christ, and Him crucified.” 

But what has Rome done? She has obliterated the Crucified and has sub- 
stituted the crucifix. 


She has taken away the power of the Cross, spiritually apprehended by 
faith, and has put in its place wooden, golden, silvery crosses, many in number 
and varieties, and some endowed with superstitious attributes. 
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Rome destroys the power and the saving grace of the Cross when she teaches 
the doctrine of salvation by good works, when she teaches that Mary and the 
Saints, with their work of supererogation, have gained merits that can be col- 
lected in the so-called treasury of the Church and dispensed as indulgences to 
other persons, through the power of the papal keys. The work of Christ is in 
this manner considered neither perfect nor infinite. 

Rome has made the wooden cross, which is an instrument of torture, an

St. Thomas of Aquinas, in his “Summa Theologica,” a text-book for Roman 
minaries, wrote, ‘““The same reverence should be displayed toward an image 
)§ Christ and toward Christ Himself. The Cross is adored with the same adora- 
1 as Christ, that is, with adoration of latria, and for that reason we address 
nid supplicate the Cross just as we do the Crucified Himself” (III, XXV: 4). 

The Office of Good Friday for the adoration of the Cross has the following 
ric: “The priest, taking off his shoes, advances to adore the Cross thrice 
ore he kisses it... . . Then the layfolks, two and two, genuflecting thrice, adore 
Cross. Later an antiphone is sung, beginning, “We adore Thy Cross, O Lord!” 

How far is this act of idolatry from what Ambrose, writing of the supposed 

ling of the true Cross by St. Helen, said: “She therefore found the title, she 
lored the King... . truly not the wood, for this is a heathen error, and the 
nity of the ungodly, but she adored Him who hung on the wood.” 

The Roman Church, seeing the gain to be derived from her superstitious 
ctice has multiplied the relics of the Cross, so that many parishes in all parts 

i the world claim to possess a piece of the Cross of Calvary. If all these relics 
ld be gathered and joined together they would build a substantial house! 

An indulgence for every kiss! Oh, “kiss instead the Son! Lest He be angry 
| you perish from the way, when His wrath is kindled but a little. blessed 
they that put their trust in Him.” (Ps, ii, 12.) 

The Roman Church has indulgenced many wooden crucifixes in hundreds 
churches. 


The Roman Church has granted to the mechanical performance of the peo- 
crossing themselves with “holy water,” the forgiveness of venial sins. 
The Roman Church has used the Cross as a sign of temporal power, bless- 


it on the papal tiara, on the crown of kings, and on the breast of cruel 
liers. 


Sut enough of this superstition and idolatry. 
Paul was right when, by the inspiration of the Holy Ghost, he wrote, “For 
iy walk, of whom I have often told you, and now I tell you, even weeping, 
t they are the enemies of the Cross of Christ, whose end is destruction, whose 
is their belly, whose glory is in their shame, who mind earthly things.” 
We are glad to prostrate ourselves before the Crucified and risen Saviour, 
lorever living, by whom the world is crucified unto us, and we unto the world. 
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We are glad and determined not to know anything, save Jesus Christ, and 


Him crucified.

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CATHOLICS ARE A MINORITY 
IN THE WORLD 


Dr. John F. Carson in his recent 
sermon on “Why I Am a Protestant” 
gives the Catholic population of the 
world as 253,500,000 and the Protes- 
tants as 412,700,000. In the United 
States the Protestant Church has, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carson, a constituency 
of nearly 80,000,000 and the Catholics 
18,105,000. In spite of its claim of 
being the oldest Church in the world 
(which is not true), and in spite of its 
boasted fine organization, and in spite 
of the special favor of God (which also 
is untrue) the Roman Church has not 
kept pace with Protestantism.—Rev.

PAPALISTS WAR ON STATE 
LAW IN NEW JERSEY 


liudson County, N. J., is afford- 
ing a striking concrete example of the 


truths set forth in “The World’s 
Work” for January, in respect of the 
effect of mass alienization upon the 
administration of our laws. Among 
the laws of New Jersey is one that 
forbids theatrical performances, etc., 
on Sundays. For weeks a contest 
has been going on between those 
who wish the law to be observed and 
various city and State officers who 
guide their conduct more by ‘the 
views of the priests of Rome than 
by the laws of the State. On Feb. 3 
and Feb. 10 many theatres, accord- 
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ing to the city papers, were ruanniug 
openly and charging money for ad- 
mission. The heads of the city gov- 
ernment are mostly vassals of the 
Vatican, and Mgr. Sheppard, “the 
little Pope” of Jersey City, of course, 
is in favor of a “Catholic” Sunday as 
against the American, to preserve 
which the present law was enacted. 
The battle for the American Sabbath 
is still in progress, but the important 
point to which attention is now di- 
rected is that the Roman priests have 
Pope Leo XIII behind them in sup- 
port of those who defy the law and 
flout the dignity of the State. On p. 
114 of “The Great Encyclical Letters 
of Pope Leo XIII,” in the Encyclical 
“Immortale Dei” is this paragraph on 
the relations between the Church and 
the State: 

Each in its sphere is supreme, each 
has fixed limits within which it is con- 
tained, limits which are defined by the 
nature and special object of the prov- 
ince of each, so that there is, we may 
say, an orbit traced out within which 


the action of each is brought into play 
by its own native right. 


In other words, the Church is “su- 
preme” as to any law of the State of 
which it may disapprove and has the 
“native right” to break or ignore any 
law, if it chooses to do either of these 
things.

The passing from the Old to the New Year must be a great time in America, and also a sad 
time for many Irishmen and women, but then it is the old story about this life—‘A Life of 


Sadness.” 


The reader will perhaps note the 
curious inconsistency between the con- 
cluding sentences of the two para- 
graphs, one to the effect that if the 
receiver of the letter will return to the 
Roman Church he will find “a happiness 
beyond all description,’ and the other 
saying, as a New Year’s reflection, that 
‘it is the old story about this life— 
‘a life of sadness.’” 

To which one obvious reply is that 


if the receiver of the letter had found 
“a happiness beyond all description” in 
the Church in which he was brought 
up, he would never have left it. 

And during a lengthy tour in this 
country last year the late Dr. Maurice 
Francis Egan found in all the cities he 
visited “a fringe of Catholics” had for- 
saken the Roman cult for that of Chris- 
tian Science. In a lengthy article in 
the Jesuit organ, “America,” he attrib- 
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uted this phenomenon to “lack of knowl- 
edge of the teachings of the Church” 
and “a longing for peace—for a calm- 
ing philosophy of every-day life and 
for a solution of the existence of pain 
and sorrow.” 

| urthermore—and more striking than 
any of the foregoing—is the fact that 
fifteen years ago the late Bishop Mc- 
Faul, of Trenton, set the number of 
“lapsed Catholics” and their descendants 
in this country at about thirty millions ; 
and, of course, that number must be 
much larger to-day. 

So much for the facts: In 1924 an 
Irish Catholic writes of “a life of sad- 
ness;” in 1923 Dr. Egan says that 
Catholics are “seeking peace ;” in 1918 
the Editor of a prominent paper says 
that the number of unhappy Catholics is 
so great as to paralyze the Church; 
as he says he does not know the reason 
he must be one of them himself, else 
he would be able not only to tell the 


reason, but to show his coreligionists 
how to find happiness. 


What Jesus Said 


ow the New Testament was writ- 
ten as much for and to Catholics as 
anybody else, and Jesus Christ died on 
Calvary to lead all men into happiness 
by delivering them from the guilt and 
power of sin—which is the cause of all 
the unhappiness that is in the world 
to-day. 

nd this is as evident in the Catholic 
New Testament as in the King James 
Version. For example:

usually granted in this mortal life, dur-

ing which we are taught to ‘work out 
our salvation with fear and trembling’ 
(Phil. ii, 12). And ‘that he that thinketh 
himself to stand, must take heed lest he 
eit” 47 Gor.-x, 12. 
20, 21, 22).

Thus does the writer of this “note” 
nullify—as far as he is able—the glori- 
ous declaration of the Apostle that “the 
Spirit himself giveth testimony to our 
spirit that we are the sons of God.” 

In other words, the Catholic reader is 
told that it is not possible for any man 
to KNOW that he is “saved”; that he 
has been transformed from a disobe- 
dient rebel against the Divine govern- 
ment into a forgiven sinner, whose sins 
and iniquity God will remember no 
more, and a member of the family of 
God, joint heir with Christ, who is his 
Elder Brother. 

Again: the Catholic has such a mis- 
erable outlook for the future after death. 
He can fulfil every commandment of the 
Church for a lifetime, and then there is 
nothing better in store for him than an 
indeterminate stay in Purgatory. 


No wonder Catholics are unhappy. 
The task of Sisyphus, condemned to for- 
ever roll a huge boulder up the side of 
a mountain which continually rolled 
down again, was child’s play to that of 
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a Catholic trying to work out his sal- 
vation according to the teaching of his 
Church.

fessions and mass-going and penances 
to please God, and yet just as far from 
peace and joy and sense of reconcilia- 
tion with God on every New Year’s Day 
as he was on the last. No wonder his 
life is, under these conditions, “a life of 
sadness.” 

Absolutely contrary to the will of 
God, as set forth by our Lord Himself, 
by the Apostles Paul and Peter in the 
Catholic Testament. And, what is bet- 
ter still, for the Catholic who reads these 
lines contrary to the personal experi- 
ence of tens and hundreds of thousands 
from the Day of Pentecost down to 
to-day. 

The Apostle Paul was a great ex- 
ponent of what may be termed “Know- 
So” religion. He believed in knowing 
things, as distinguished from mere in- 
tellectual believing. His was a faith 
founded on FACT, and that was the 
kind of faith he inculcated in his writ- 
ings. In 2 Timothy i, 12, he writes, “I 
know whom I have believed, and I am 
certain that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him, 
against that day.” And in 2 Corinth- 
ians viii, 9, he reminds his readers that 
they “KNOW the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, being rich, He became 
poor for your sakes; that through His 
poverty you might be rich.” And Paul 
knew things with regard to this life as 
well as to the next, for in Romans viii, 
28, he says, “We KNOW that to them 
that love God all things work together 
unto good.” 
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\nd no man who has personal expe- 
rience and knowledge on these three 
matters lives a “life of sadness.” 

Right in your own town or city, dear 
reader, are many people who KNOW: 


1. That there came a time when they 
REPENTED of their sins, and re- 
nounced them;

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But some Catholic reader says: All 
that may be true, but how can I get the 
kind of religion described ? 

The answer is: 1. Speak to the lov-

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A BRIEF SKETCH OF LIFE 

As was promised, under my picture 
in the March issue of THE CONVERTED

At 
the age of sixteen years I entered 
Georgetown Theological Seminary at 
Rappununni, and passed, with hon- 
ors, after a course of six years. In 
December, 1905, I was ordained a 
deacon by the Rt. Rev. W. E. 
Humphrey, who was then on his mis- 
travels through South 
On the 25th of January, 
1906, the same bishop ordained me 
to the priesthood of the Eastern 
Orthodox Church of Christ. My first 
charge as a priest was the Church 
of St. Michael, Rappununni, Brazil, 
South America. I remained there 
until 1916, when I was drafted in the 
Red Cross service and sent over to 
France.

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War I returned to my native town, 
where I remained about one year and 
three months, and during which time 
I gradually recovered from the effects 
of my service. 

While convalescing I happened to 
attend an evangelistic meeting, con- 
ducted by L. W. Lawson, of the 
Protestant Portuguese Mission of 
Brazil, South America. He delivered 
an eloquent sermon on Paul’s Epis- 
tle to the Romans, viii, 38, 39, “For I 
persuaded,” etc. During this 
thrilling discourse I felt a deep re- 
morse of conscience, and a 
spoke plainly to me: “Art thou also 
persuaded?” I at once began to reason 
within myself: “Am I worshiping God 
in spirit and in truth, or am I led 
away too much by my own conceit

voice 


and by outward forms and ceremonies 


wherein He glorieth not?’ The 
words overpowered me: “Come out 
from amongst them, and be separated 
every one of you, and touch not the 
unclean things.” I arose and walked 
up to the mourners’ bench at that 
open-air evangelistic meeting and sur- 
rendered myself forever to the King 
of kings, and to my Saviour, who 
died once for all and offered a perfect 
and living sacrifice for my sins and 
the sins of the whole world. Ina 
word, I then and there turned my 
heart entirely to God and promised 
to go forth and preach His simple 
and all-saving Gospel wherever and 
whenever the opportunity may pre- 
sent itself. 

As my father was born in Luck- 
now, British East India, I had the 
pleasure of visiting some of his rela- 
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tives there, and remained there jor 
quite a long time. During this visit 
I occupied myself in going from place 
to place preaching to the natives, and 
at the same time obtaining slides, 
which I have been showing in various 
churches and societies since my 
arrival in this country. I have a 
splendid stereopticon machine, and 
deliver illustrated lectures on India 
and the life of Christ. If Christian 
people will kindly extend to me in- 
vitations to give these illustrated lec- 
tures in their different churches and 
societies I shall be able to tide my- 
self over until the Lord finds a mis- 
sionary field where I can labor for 
His glory and the gathering in of 
precious souls. 

Before closing I desire to say a 
word of thanks to the dear people of 
Christ’s Mission, and to its able Su- 
perintendent, Rev. A. Malinverni, 
Their kindness to me and _ the 
privilege of worshiping with them 


has greatly strengthened my faith and 


enlarged my spiritual vision. Rev. 
Malinverni is doing his utmost to ob- 
tain for me a charge in some mission- 
ary field. Pray for me that I might 
be always worthy of His high calling.

GOOD PROSPECTS FOR THE 
STERLING-TOWNER BILL 


A Washington dispatch to the 
“Christian Science Monitor,” Jan. 24, 
said the meeting of the Education and 
Labor Committee that day marked 
the last hearing on this measure, and 
that the chairman, Senator Sterling 
(South Dakota), said that the bill 
would be reported out at an early 
date, Mr. Joy Morgan, director of 
the publications division of the Na- 
tional Education Association, told 
the committee, considering the 
comparatively short time the pro- 
posal has been before the pub- 
lic. He said that State 
intendents, school 


super- 
superin- 
tendents and workers in teacher train- 
ing institutions so solidly favor the 
bill that its opponents among them 
can be “counted on the fingers of one 
hand.” Mr. Morgan called the atten- 
tion of opponents of the bill to the 
fact that it does not, as sometimes

represented, appropriate a single cent 
oi Federal funds for the purpose 
named—it merely authorizes appro- 
priations and sets a national standard 
for educational purposes. 


The opposition stand taken by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of

ances of Dr. Butler showed that he 
had not “felt the pulse of the public 
schools.” 


When John H. Cowles, Sovereign

The “New York Times Magazine,” 
Feb. 3, 1924, contains a sketch of Dr. 
José Rizal, the national hero of the 
Filipinos, shot at Manila by a Span- 
ish firing squad Dec. 30, 1896. 
paragraph reads: 


One 


Rizal himself was not an 
cate of independence; he was an 
apostle of resistance. Just as those 
earlier French republicans hoped for 
reform from within a reign of kings 
and priests, so Rizal wrote against 
the enormities of the abuse and 
dreamed of justice from the throne 
of Madrid. He exposed the intoler- 
ance and cruelty, the greed and 
bigotry of the friars and the ecclesi- 
astical orders in the Philippines 
which taxed and enslaved the native 
and denied the Filipino curé equality 
with the Spanish-born priest. He 
denounced the licentiousness and 
sloth of the friars and the monopoly 
by the orders of the best of the prod- 
ucts of the soil and the power of life 
and death over the native. 

It certainly seems odd that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt should describe the 
victims of the misrule of such men as 
these a Christian people. Major 
Butt might well hesitate to acquiesce 
in such a singular proposition.

Major Butt as an Official U. S. 
Envoy 
Major Butt was destined, however, 
to increase his knowledge of the 
Roman Church by personal contact 
with some of its highest priests—and 


in Rome itself. For on March 21, 


1912, he had an interview with Pope 


Pius X. Strange to say the Papal 
Guard was turned out in honor of his 
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arrival, and he was received in the 
Pope’s antechamber “with military 
salutes and all the honors usually ac- 
corded to foreign envoys.” 


Singular features of the case were: 
that when he left Washington it was 
given out that he was going to the 
Mediterranean on a trip for rest and 
pleasure; and the American public 
was not informed as to the real pur- 
pose of the journey. Perhaps, even 
stranger still: when Major Butt went 
down with the “Titanic” on April 15, 
on which he was returning to this 
country, he made no effort to send 
to President Taft the documents he 
had in his possession, although he 
had plenty of time to do so, and sev- 


eral boats left the ship. Officially he 


was acting in the capacity of what 
was called in Europe a “king’s mes- 


senger,” and under ordinary circum- 
stances a man in his position would, 
when his own avenues of escape were 
cut off, use every means available to 
get his papers into the possession of 
his Government. Indeed, stories ap- 
peared in the press that he burnt a 
quantity of papers before the ship 
went down. 

On March 22, 1912, the New York 
“Sun” had a long headed: 
“Taft Thanks Pope for American 
Cardinals,” “Major Butt, President’s 
Aide, Visits Vatican Presents 
Letter,” “Received as an Envoy”— 
“Visitor Accorded 
Given to

Honors Usually 
Diplomats—Meets New 
Papal Delegate.” 

The news “story” said that Major 
Butt, accompanied by Bishop Ken- 
nedy, Rector of the American Col- 
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lege in Rome, had presented to Pope 
Pius X “a letter from President ‘Taft 
thanking the Pontiff for the creation 
of three new American cardinals, 
The President wrote that this action 
was acceptable to Americans irre- 
spective of their faith, as Catholicism 
contributed to the 
country.”

We are further told that Bishop 
Kennedy introduced the Major to the 
Pope, and that the latter was in full 
uniform, and had been received in 
the ante-chamber with military sa- 
lutes and all the honors usually ac- 
corded to foreign envoys. The Pope, 
it seems, “was cordial,’ and he and 
Major Butt conversed for an hour— 
an unusual length of time for an offi- 
cial interview at the Vatican. A few 
years later President Wilson found 
half an hour long enough to talk to 
Pope Benedict XV. 

Major Butt afterwards called on 
Cardinal Merry del Val, Papal Sec- 
retary of State, and Cardinal Ram- 
polla, who had held that position un- 
der Pope Leo XIII. 


The Papal organ, the Cleveland 
“Universe,” said, on April 15, 1912, 
that Pope Pius X had written a long 
autograph letter to President Taft, 
and had given it personally to Major 
Butt, to be handed to the President. 
It added that the Major was fur- 
nished by the President with creden- 
tials to Cardinals Merry del Val and 
Rampolla and a number of other in- 
fluential prelates. Major Butt id 
not see the King, and had no com- 
munication of any kind with the 
Quirinal. 
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On April 14 the New York “Times” 
devoted a page to an “explanation” 
of this visit of Major Butt to the 
Pope, and the apparent insult to the 
King. The writer said, among other 
things, “It is also known that Major 
Butt was directed by Taft to discuss 
unofficially and privately with the 
Papal Secretary of State and other 
leading members of the Sacred Col- 
lege

made no effort to forward the Pope’s 
autograph letter to Washington we 
must believe that he preferred its de- 
struction to running the risk of its 
reaching the hands of the President 
himself. His death became his life— 
that of a brave soldier, calm and self- 
possessed and promoting the safety 
of others to the last moment.

‘The Guatemala City correspondent 
of a great Boston daily writes, in 
issue of Feb. 7, 1924:

More than this, 
she has schemes of her own, and has 
placed them under the care of a po- 
litical organization—the Knights of 
Columbus—which has been busy in 
receiving Government positions and 
money to the honor and glory of the 
Papalist colonization schemes. May 
these words to the wise produce prac- 
tical results!
